1. An appeal under 37 CFR 1.191 was filed in this application on 10/12/04. Appellant's 
brief is due on 12/12/04 in accordance with 37 CFR 1.192(a). 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed 7/12/04 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16 in reply to the final rejection has been 
considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and will not be 
entered because: 

a. The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. 

Regarding claim 7, the addition of the limitation requiring "said first determining unit 
and said first informing unit operate during the same receiving session" raises new issues, 
requiring further consideration and search. 

Regarding claims 21 and 35, the addition of the limitation requiring "said first 
determining step and said informing step are performed during the same receiving session" raises 
new issues, requiring further consideration and search.
